CIVIL SERVICE 

IS FAILURE. 

_ 

New York Fire Department 
Depleted by System. 

Chief Croker Says He Needs Men 
of Nerve as Well 
as Brain. 



New York. June 6. — The New York 
Fire Department, widely lauded as 
the most workman-like*, and best orga- 
nized. in Ihe world, Is only 40 per cent, 
efficient In nhe opinion of Its 
Chief. Two firemen were smothered 
early this morning In a downtown 
warehouse blaze, and Chief Croker’s 
sorrow at the less was blended with 
anger over the manuer in which ithe 
Idea came to pass. 

"Thirte was a panic in that fire," 
he said, "and I want it known., A 
mojonlty of the men fighting that 
fire were your.g civil service firemen. 
When their lungs couildu’t stand the 
strain. They got frightened, dropped 
the hot*** and ran. It wasn't mudh cf 
a fire at that. 

“In many fires, of Jate, 1 have seen 
these civil service firemen drop their 
hose and run. When ore of them 
weakens, the whole bunch goes down 
like a row of dominoes. 

“I want some m“niwitih brains, yet 
but I want all of nhetm with lurgs. 
underslztd civil service firemen* have 
hren demoralizing the department for 
the last twenty-six years— ever since 
the civil service commission began 
to pass on applicants. If we have 
to make scholarship the prime* re- 
quisite for admission It is only a 
question of time when Bhe depart- 
ment will fall to pieces. 

"Hook at Deputy Chtof Blnrs amd 
Batttalion Chief Brogan; than pair of 
husky old smoke-eaters went in at 
the beginning of • his i.ame fire and 
came out fro-h after three hours of 
breathing smoke. The best fireman 
is tihe man who goes in where' he Is 
sent and stays there until he is re- 
called. no nui ter how hot it Is." 

"How dees It happen,” Chief Croker 
was asked, "that the apparent eftl- 
clency of t/he department remains so 
high?” 

"The old timers leaven the loaf," 
replied the chief. “The 40 per cent, 
cf efficiency puts shame into the 60 
per cent, of inefficiency ; but there 
aie less old-timers every year. An 
educated man of good physique* would 
undoubtedly make a better fireman 
iihan an ureduca ed cf equul physique, 
but the physique is essen' iail. 

"I am trying to keep tihe minimum 
height cf the department up to five 
feet, eight inches. The Civil Service 
Commission Is trying to lower the 
height." , 

There have be»n rumors In the de- 
partment for seme time that Chief 
Croker would shortly resign to accept 
an executive position witS the Nation- 
al Board of Fire Underwriters. He 
has refused either to deny or con- 
firm 'Bhesei rumors.

HAVE HARD WORK TO MANUFAC- 
TURE ANYTHING LIKE GOOD 

CAMPAIGN MATERIAL. 

PARTY RECORD IN THE WAY 

Spoutera Loudeit In Condemnation of 

the New Tariff Law Have Nothing 
to Say of the Wlleon-Gorman 
Measure, So Dlsastroua 
to the Country. 

Washington. — Democratic leaders In 
congress are now making campaign 
material. To be sure. It Is not very 
good material, but the best obtainable. 
A party without a record, or whose 
small record Is so bad that It cannot 
be defended, la not In a very strategetlc 
position when It comes to speech ma- 
king for campaign purposes. 

The general point of Democratic ; 
attack la the tariff, and yet we cannot 
find In a single speech any reference 
to the only Democratic tariff law of 
the past half century. There Is no 
allusion whatever to the conditions 
of business, of labor, or capital, under 
the operation of the Wllaon-Gorman 
law. 

Champ Clark, Underwood, Sulzer, 
Byrd, Borland and the two hew acci- 
dental members. Havens and Foss, 
made long and studied attempts to 
condemn the present tariff law, but all 
sang much the same song. All these 
protective tariff haters had a good 
word to soy for the tariff of 1846 and 
1867, which brought such disaster to 
American Industry. None of them, 
however, had a kind word to say for 
the Wllson-Uorman tariff, but alt were 
quite sure if they bad the opportunity, 
they would revise the present law so 
far downward that the American con- 
sumer would be able to buy anything 
he wanted from any part of the earth — 
as long as he had anything to buy It 
with. 

The Democratic tariff talker does 
not seem to realise that when we open 
our ports to the Importation of cheap, 
foreign made goods, that an equiva- 
lent amount of American made goods 
must always be displaced, and that the 
result must be a closing of our factor- 
ies and millions of idle men. Some of 
these Democratic orators, if not all, 
would increase our froe list so as to 
Include lumber, wool and woolens, cot- 
ton goods, agricultural implements, 
boots and shoes, and all other products 
Of leather, and hundreds of other 
products which could not be made In 
this country without adequate protec- 
tion, This would Boon mean putting 
American labor on the same level with 
that of the poorest paid countries 
abroad. It would mean that we would 
have to compete not only with conti- 
nental Kuropo, but with Japan and oth- 
er Asiatic countries. 

Republicans Stats Facts. 

While the Democrats have been 
making pleas on these lines, such Re- : 
publican leaders as Payne, Fordney, 
Boutell, Hill, Longworth, McKinley, 
Hamilton, Townsend, Reeder, Camp 
bell. Young and many others have been 
contending that the present tariff law 
Is the best that we ever had or at least 
‘.he best that we could get, and that 
under Its operation both from a reve- 
nue and industrial standpoint, the 1 
country is reaping such benefits as we 
have never before enjoyed. 

It is Interesting to compare these 
Democratic and Republican speeches.: 
The Democratic speeches are of course 
entirely negative, excepting where as 
sertluns are made as to wbat the party ' 
would do if it had the chance, but ! 
there Is no mention made of what It 
did do when It did have the chance. ■ 
On the other hand, the Republican 
speeches ore tilled with tables of fig i 
ures, with the records of commerce, 
with the amounts of revenue, with the 1 
increased number of those employed,! 
und the increased wages which have 
come under our new law. The Demo- • 
cratlc orator claims that prices have 
been raised because of the tariff; the 
Republican orator tells us in reply that 
the tariff was reduced on every article i 
upon which the price has been raised. | 
These speeches which were made 
while the sundry civil appropriation 
bill was under debate prove that the 
tariff is to be one of the principal is- 
sues of the campaign, or rather not 
the tariff question bo much as the dis- 
cussion of the results of the operation 
of the law under which we are now 
living. 

Of course, when It comes to this 
point, the Republicans have a far bet- 
ter argument; In short, the Demo- 
crats have no argument at all, because 
no one can conceive bow present Indus- 
trial and financial conditions could be 
bettered under any revision that could 
be brought about by the Democratic 
party. 

It Is believed now that the session 
will be prolonged until after July 1, 
but that the result will mean the pas- 
sage of several very Important bills 
and the enactment of most beneficent 
legislation. There seems no doubt 
whatever but that the railroad bill will 
be passed and receive the Indorsement 
of almost the entire Republican vote In 
both heuses, as well as the approval 
of the president. It seems, too, quite 
likely that a postal savings bank law 
will be enaoted. As to the rest of the 
legislation pending. It Is too early to 
predict, but already It* Is safe to as- 
sume that the work of the first con- 
gress under the administration of 1 
President Taft In Its special and first 
session will bo equal to, If not exceed, j 



that of any previous congress for many 
years. 

Democratic “Keynote." 

Champ Clark's keynote speech at- 
tacking the Payne tariff law probably 
will appeal to practical politicians as 
a clever utterance, but since It Is 
neither frank nor fair, It will not ap- 
peal to the great body of American 
raters who are beginning to demand a 
"square deal" even In the discussion of 
partisan Issues. 

Mr. Clark not only deals In those 
half truths which frequently are as bad 
a* falsehoods, but deliberately mis- 
quotes Chairman Payne In an effort to 
be facetious. Nothing In the Repub- 
lican leader’s speech defending the 
tariff law which bears his name can be 
twisted or distorted Into meaning what 
Mr. Clark professes to believe It means 
—"that reductions of duties Increases 
cost to the consumer." 

Mr. Payne cited higher prices for 
wool and lumber, despite decreases in 
the schedules bearing on those sub- 
jects, to show that other Influences 
than tariff duties are at work to hoist 
values. Mr. Clark’s inability to meet 
the Issue caused him to misquote his 
antagonist, misrepresentation offering 
the easiest way of escape In a serious 
dilemma, in which such logic as the 
1 Missouri statesman possesses was un- 
equal to the task cut out. 

If the Democrats hope to win on a 
campaign of misquotations and misrep- 
resentations, they have misjudged the 
Intelligence and Integrity of American 
1 citizens. 

The campaign "keynote” is a distinct 
disappointment even to Republicans, 
who would like to see a little original- 
ity Injected into Democratic methods 
to “add to the gaiety of nations" and 
: to give spice to the forthcoming bat- 
tle.— Cincinnati Commercial Tribune. 

Gold and the Tariff. 

After making a t norough Invest lga- 
I tlon of conditions affecting the cost of 
living, the special committee appoint- 
ed by congress to inquire Into the aub- 
! ject, has . : rived at the conclusion that 
the great in.;. ease in the production of 
gold the world over has brought about 
unfortunate consequences. Those 
thoughtless person? who were quick 
to lay the blame for high prices on the 
new tariff law should find this report 
particularly Instructive. The cost of 
necessities of life have been constantly 
und more or less steadily advancing 
for more than a decade before the uew 
tariff went Into effect. And It Is a sig- 
nificant coincidence that almost uni- 
formly throughout the world the In- 
crease in food prices has been coinci- 
dent with the Increase of gold produc- 
tion. 

During the year 1908 the total gold 
production of the world was $443,434,- 
627. During the following year the to- 
tal reached $457,667,280, or an Increase 
of more than $14,000,000. Of this In- 
crease more than $5,000,000 Is credited 
i to the United States, and our gold im- 
ports were heavy in addition to our 
own supply. As was pointed out In the 
house of representatives the other 
day by Mr. Payne, whose name the 
tariff bill bears, one reason for the In- 
creasing cost of living is not only the 
great increase in the production of 
gold, but the cheaper methods of pro- 
ducing It. 

In the face of these clearly estab- 
lished conditions, it is puerile to charge 
the tariff with responsibility for the 
higher prices. The cost of living has 
increased even on articles that have 
been substantially reduced in the tariff 
schedules. As pointed out by Mr. 
Payne, all kinds of farm products, 
meats, butter, eggs, poultry, hides, 
leathers, shoes and cotton were re- 
duced In the tariff schedules, yet the 
housekeepers of this country know that 
the price of butter, vegetables, eggs, 
shoes, etc., have not been reduced. 
The price of food and clothing have 
risen in this country with the general 
tendency of increased prices of such 
articles all over the world, and entire- 
j ly irrespective of tariffs. As was point- 
ed out In the Journal the other day, 
the new tariff has reduced leather and 
shoe schedules to the point of allow- 
ing American dealers to go to England 
and buy shoes to bring to America and 
sell them here in competition with 
American-made shoes, yet the man, or 
woman, who goes to buy a pair of 
shoes, finds that he must pay more 
than he did several years ago for the 
same quality of goods. — Kansas City 
Journal. 

Why a Democratic House? 

Let the prognosticators go as far as 
they like, however, for the sake of ar- 
gument, and assume that. If the next 
house be Democratic, we shall have a 
tariff revision along Democratic lines. 
How will the country like that? We 
bad the Wilson bill of 1894. For a 
year before Its passage we had soup 
houses and general depression, due to 
fear of its effects, and for three years 
afterward had hard times and wide- 
spread unsatisfactory conditions. Noth- 
ing like this has ensued as a result of 
the tariff law passed last August. If 
we are not back to the abounding pros- 
perity of that wonderful period of 1897 
to 1907, we are immeasurably better 
off, in every way. than we were from 
1893 to 1897, the last Cleveland term 
and under the Democratic Wllhon bill; 
and there la an upturn all along the 
line, which, given goofl crops this 
year, promises an era of business, 
manul-cturlng and employment such 
as the United States, with all Its past 
record of material achievements, has 
uever witnessed.

LOGICAL SPEECH' 

BY M. F. SHARP 

Urging the Farmers to Co-operate 
and Stand Together for Their 
Mutual Protection. 



On* of the best and most logical 
specchtM over heard in this city on 
the question of farmers organizli g for 
th'\ir mutual protec ttion was deliv- 
ered Saturday afternoon in the el’y 
court room by M. F. Slwirp, of Nar- 
rows, Ky., state organizer for the 
American Srclety of Equity, 

Mr. Sharp is a forcible speaker and 
convinces his hearers that he has 
s.udled the subject of which he a; saks 

His ad diets was in Che latere, t of 
the A. S. of E., and so convincing 
was his argument In favor of the far- 
mers sticking to the society that, who 
he had finished, many who bad lagged 
behind in dues, paid up and were re- 
instated. Several new members were 
added to the union. 

The >ii>eaker was bitter In his de- 
nunciation of these who tried to cause 
a split in any farmer’s organlza’ion 
and said whan any one oaime with a 
wedge to split the society in twain, 
no matter if it was (the Stemming 
Asxroia'ton or any other faraneiV or- 
ganization, the fellow who trM it 
should be drummed out of the order 
and shunned. He said it was person- 
al and selfish ambition that caused 
a man to undertake such a mov- and 
that no man ought to be convinced 
that by splitting a log in (two it was 
stronger. In speaking of the effort 
to have two tobacco pooling societies 
here, he said that men let their pre- 
judices get the Iratiber of their judg- 
ment sometimes, and that by having 
two organizations the purpose of such 
organizations were weakened. The 
enemy would tak“ the two factions 
to fight with and cause dissensions 
and strife that would soo-n put l» th 
soc ictus out of business. He said 
Union is what the farmers want. Di- 
vision Is to be shunned and scoffed 
at. He urged 'the farmers to g* t to- 
gether and fight shoulder to shoulder. 

Mr. Sharp said that every farmers' 
organizin' h.n that had been formed 
to control price and benefit the for- 
ming clans had sprung from the A 
S. of E. and he endeavored to Show 
that it would be much cheaper and 
oader ‘o ixiol tobacco through the 
local unions than to pool under the 
iresent system of employing solicitors 
to make a house-to-house canvass 
He iliusi rated that the farming class 
was all iiowerful if they would assert 
their pow’er. He said when they were 
pros;* dus the mercham was pnueqier- 
otw al.-o, but when the farmer was 
crushed by the Trusts and was only 
half iiaid for bis products the mer- 
chant felt his poverty as keenly as 
did the faimer himself. The speaker 
asserted that when the farmer is 
happy and prosperous the nation Is 
safe, but when he is half fed and 
clothed ar.d dragged out a miserable 
existence, then Khe ration Is in dan- 
ger . 

The s;»eaker said that the cause of 
the farm, rs in organizing was sec- 
ond only to the cause of the revolu- 
tionary war. That cur forefathers 
rebJl> d bocau e they were taxed with- 
out represen alien and that the far- 
mers w^re rebelling to-day lx cause 
they had to seLI without having any 
voice In the prices of the ar lde they 
sold. Ho wild that everything from 
the newsboy up to the richtjt cor- 
poration; were organized and the only 
way to niesi them was by counter or- 
ganization. He referred to the miners 
aid showed how they had bettered 
their condition by banding t»go her, 
and said that the farmers by o'lguni- 
zlng so’idly could eepe with the great 
er capitaJCsts in the wor ld, for he had 
the bnui of life — he fed ar.d clothed 
the wcrld. and the man cit millions 
could not eat hi* money and was 
bound to favor the farmer in order 
to get the things (bait pncloig life. 
He urged *ihe farmers to get Into the 
A. S. of E., and pool their products 
as well as tobacco, and aid that 
they could control prices and cope 
with the dovil and hts hosts, 

He fav&’»»d organization and making 
a rale than no one but members lie 
allowed to pool He paid hls inspects 
to the man who would not pool his 
tobacco but dumped It on the mar- 
ket and got the benefit of the farm- 
ers who did pool. He said it was as 
sneaking ais milking a neighbor's cow 
through a fence and that the dum|>er 
had no bus mess any where but with, 
■ he trus s or the devil. He said these 
felk ws generally said that they cam 
attend to their own buair.e**. Con- 
tinuing, Mr Sh-arp said; “Let tluipj 
alone — leave them to attend to their 
own Dullness; dont go about rbem; 
let them thresh their own wheat a.-jd 
roll their own legs and ihe will soon 
find that he can’t run his own busi- 
ness with hls neighbor against him, 
and will come to'.o the union. There 
la no use to use violence— you can or- 



ganize without that. The trust* can't 
exist without the co-operation of the 
farmer, and the farmer who refuse* to 
pool bis products and help the men 
who are striving for better condHtlone 
4s a worse enemy to organization 
: than the trusts. Some men are so 
folish that they hold a ten cent 
pieoe eo close to theiT eye they can’t 
see the $20 gold piece about three I 
feet away. — Crib enden Record Prets.

One of the latest publications 1s- 
4 sued by the office of public roads of 
the United Stales department of 
agriculture treats of the split-lag 
drag an implement which numerous 
experiments have conclusively rtwxwn 
to be the greatest possible 'boon to 
keep earth roads smooth and passH f.e. 
Because of its simplicity, IDs efficien- 
cy and its cheapness, both tai con- 
struction and operation^ It Is destin- 
ed to come more and more Into gen- 
eral use. With the drag properly 
built and its use wtCl understood, title 
^ maintenance of earth roads becomes 
a tlmple and inexpensive matter. 

At the present time there are ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 miles of earth 
roads in the United States. Some 
of the most Important of these roada 
4 will eventually be Improved with 
of lack of funds or suitable materials, 
Many others which are equally Impor- 
tant cannot be so Improved on account 
of lack of funds or suitable materials, 
while still others will not require such 
treatment because of Ills light traf- 
fic to which they are subjected. 
For these reasons the majority of our 
roads must he maintained as earth 
roads for many years to come. This 
must be done by inexpensive methods, 
and the split-dog drag will be a pow- 
erful aid if economy is the criterion 
demanded. 

in the construction of this Imple- 
ment, care should be taken to make 
It so light that one man can lift It 
with ease, a light drag responding 
mere readily to various methods of 
hitching that a heavy one, as well as 
j to the shifting of the position of the 
operator. The best material for a 
ap! it- log drag ie a dry red cedar log, 
Chough red elm and walnut are ex- 
cellent, ami box elder, scllt maple 
/and even willow are superior to oak, 
Hickory or ash. The log should be 
between 7 and 10 feet long and from 
10 to 12 Inches in diameter at the 
ly butt end. It should be split careful- 
ly as near the center as possible, 
and the 'heavier and best slab chosen 
^for the front. In the front slab four 
Inches from the end which Is .to drag 
in the middle of the read, liore a 
two-inch hole, which Is to receive a 
cross stake. 



In circuit court Friday afternoon' 
Commonwealth Attorney Sam V. IMx- 
on entered a motion to dismic« the. 
thTee Indictments against T. S. An- 
derson, the former Owensboro bank- 
er, who was found guilty on May 14 
and sentenced to eighteen months’ 
confinement in the sate penitentiary 
says the Henderson Gleaner.

The reasons 
Mr. Dixon advanced were tha' Ander- 
son was prosecuted on the, strongest 
case; that owi->g to his advanced ag^ 
It would be a hard ma ter to again 
convict him. 

The three Indictments that were dis- 
missed charged Arden-on w.th receiv- 
ing deposits when he knew his hank 
was Insolvent; embezzlement, and 
making false entries. 

Anderson was convicted ar.d receiv- 
ed a sentence of eighten months. He- 
was tried at Owensboro and given 
three years in the pen I 1 enfiary. The 
case was appealed to the court of ap- 
peals, which bondy reversed the case 
on the grounds that a change of Venn* 
should have beet gran'edthe defend- 
ant. The ca-e was transferred to his 
county ar.d at the January term of 
court A ruder* on was tried, but .the jury 
fa led to agr«*e ujicn a verdict. 

Two days after his conviction he 
was sentenced and was taken at his 
own request .to the Eddyvllle .peniten- 
tiary by Sheriff Abbott.

1 treatment will move the earth toward 
the center of the roadway and raise 
It gradually above the surrounding 
level. 

The beet results have been obtain- 
ed by dragging roads once each way 
after each heavy rain. In some 
cases howev. , one dragging every 
three or ! f. weeks has been found 
sufficient ij keep a road in. good con- 
dition . 

When the soil is moist, but not 
etlekly, ithe drag does Us b»st work. 
As the soil in a field will lake if 
ploughed wet, so the Tcad 'Will bak- 
If the drag, is used on It when It is 
wet. If .‘.be roadway is full of holes 
or badly rutted, the drag should he 
used once when the ground is soft 
and slushy. This is jiarticularl.v ap- 
plicable before a cold spell In winter, 
when It is possible to to prepare the 
surface that it will freeze smooth. 

Not Infrequently conditions are 
met which may be overcome by a 
slight change In the manner of hbch- 
ing. Shortening the chain tends to 
life the front slab and make the cut- 
ting alight, while a longer hitch 
causes the front slab to sink more 
deeply Into the earth and act on ’(he 
principle of a plow . 

If a furrow of earth Is to lie mov- 
ed, the doubletree should be at- 
tached clone to the ditch end of the 
drag, and the driver should sand 
with one foot on the extreme for- 
ward end of the front slab. 

Conditions are so varied in dif- 
ferent localities, however, that It Is 
quite impossible to lay down specific 
rules. Certain sections of a roadway 
will require more attertlon than 
others, because of e'eep grade--, wen 
weather spring, soil condlCtone, ex- 
posure to sun and wind, washes 
etc. There is one condition, how- 
ever, In which special attention 
should be given. Clay roads under 
persistent draggings frequently be- 
come too high In the center. This 
may be corrected by dragging, the 
earth towards '‘he center of 'the road 
twice and away from it once. 

There is no question as to the 
economy 6f this road-making imple- 
ment, el her In first cost or in opera- 
tion. In eix counties in Kansas in 
1906 the cost of maintaining ordi- 
nary earth roads, without the aid of 
'the split-log drag, averaged $42.50 a 
mile. These figures were furnished 
by Prof«sx>r W. C. Hoad, of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, who secured thorn 
from official refolds of the counties 

Some figures furnished by F. P. 
SanlKirn and R. H. Aishton, general 
manager of the Chicago & Northwes- 
tern railroad, have revealed fhe 
wonders of this simple device. Mr. 
Sanborn said ‘‘the least exipe -..se per 
inlle per annum for split log -drag- 
ging was $1.50, the greatest a little- 
over $0, and the average expense por 
mile for 5^4 milts a little over 
$:!. I have lived a’or.g this road all 
my life and never in forty years 
have I seen it freer from mud and 
dust despite the fact that during the 
season we have experienced the ex- 
tremes of weather conditions. 

The testimony of Mr. Aishton Is 
equally strong. Learning >' ha.t a 
township In Iowa had been unking 
an investigation of the split-log 
drag and had been experimenting 
wi h It for a year on 28 miles of 
highway, he sent an agent to secure 
information. It was reported that 
although the town board had paid 
the cost of making the draws and of 
hiring men to operate them, the to- 
tal expense for one year averaged 
but $2 40 a mile, and the roads were 
reported to have been "like a race 
track" the greater portion of the year.

At a distance of 22 
Inches from the oth^r end of the front 
slab, locate the center for another 
cross stake. The hole for the middle 
slake will be on a line connecting 
and half way between the two. Then 
place the liack slab in' position, and 
from the end which is <to drag in 
the middle of the road measure 20 
inches for the center of one cross 
stake and six inches from fhe other 
end locate the center of ,the apposite 
stake. The- hole for the center B ake 
should be located half way between 
the two. All these holes should be 
carefully bored jierpe ndieular or at 
right angles to the face of the split 
log. I * If! 

If these directions are followed, it 
will be found that, when the holes 
of the front and hack slabs are 
brought opposite each other, one end 
0/ the back slab will be 16 inches near 
er the center of the roadway .than 
the front one. That givus what Is 
known as “so 1 , liack.” The ssakes, 
which are 30 inches long, will hold 
the slabs this distance apart. When 
the stakes have been firmly wedged 
Inito their sockets, a brace atxiut < wo 
inches thick and four inches wide 
mav be placed diagonally to .them 
at the ditch end of the dt-aig. A elect- 
ed board i3 placed between the 
slabs and across the stakes for the 
driver to stand on. 

By many It is deemed liett to place 
a strip of iron along the lower face 
of the front slab for a cuBtiug blade 
and to prevent the drag from wear- 
ing. The drag may be fastened to 
the doubletree by means of a trace 
chain. The chain should be wrapped 
around the lef-hand or fear stake 
and passed over the front slab. 
Raising the chain at this end of .the 
silab permits the earth to drift past 
the face of the drag. The other end 
of the chain should be passed through 
a hole In the opposite end of fhe 
front slab and held by a pin passed 
through a link. 

For ordinary purposes, .the hitch 
should be so made that the unload- 
ed drag will follow the team at an 
angle of about 45 degrees. The team 
should he driven wl' h one horse on 
either side of the right-hand wheel 
track or rut tha full length of the 
portion to he dragged, and made to 
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Second and Walnut Streets, LOUISVILLE, KY

Canada has a Proteo ive Tariff, and 
some food- tuffs and other things cost 
consumers less In Canada than they 
oo .t consumers in the United Sta tu. 
We are able to buy in our markets 
some things for liss than Canadian's 
are able to buy them in their mar- 
ket. For the matter of that, we are 
able to buy same things here for lees 
than British consumers cau buy them 
at home. There are some advanta- 
ge* which pretty nearly every coun- 
try ha» over others. But that to not 
the question. The question to the 
Imyinig ]x»wer of the consumer here 
under our Tariff, as compared with 
a Protected Canada, a Free Trade 
Great Britain, or any other country, 
under whatever tariff system. 

Nowhere else in the world ds there 
the buying power of the American 
wage-earner, the general consumer who 
earns hto living — and he make* up 
virtually it he whole of our race. A 
day's work for the man who to earn- 
ing hto living in the Unted States un- 
der our Tariff system will get him 
more of the food, clothe* and luxur- 
ies he seeks, will give him better 
housing, will provide him more amuse- 
ments and will enable him to lay up 
larger savings than are to he had 
out of a day’s work, on 1 the average, 
anywhere else ou earth.

1# this point oaa 
be gustalned It w!iU be another victory 
for that much discussed mtueure, and 
will go far to prove that it Us an ef- 
fective wtuijjtyu in the hard* cf a 
tefultt* and watchful admin tot ration 
for safeguarding the iDteretts of tihe 
people. 

In the application for an injunc- 
tion it was alleged thet somrt twen- 
ty-five railroads, practically controll- 
ing in fourteen Western and Middle- 
WeaUirn State, had associated! it hi In- 
eeivaB by means of a committee rep- 
reeer.itlng the freight dupaifmenCa of 
the various roads, which paa-ed upon 
all proposed charges In ra es, no 
change being made without unnnlmou 
consent, and then applying to all par- 
tica to the agre mer.'t. It Is changed 
thai: this cn cates a combination which 
is operating In rewtralimt cf trade, and 
Is thorefone subject to dissolution and 
pena> y under the law. 

On the plea that subsidies wore re- 
ce»««ry to secure raiircad building 
there was an era seme forty or fifty 
years ago when I^g.sla.'uree and Oon- 
grese voted enormous gifts cf land 
and money .to new railroad projects. 

Even In these days Ccrogiete and 
the legislatures were carried In the 
vervt pockets of the railroad pioneers. 

Oorjiflcaites cf stock in ' he untried 
mtez’pnlaes, embracing the coveted 
oonces»io-ns, were the medium of ex - 
charge between the railroad pro- 
meteoa and the lawmakers. Some 
mousy was expect by the railroad 
Itfjaaeers, but the far-sighted states- 
men who dealt out ' he subsidies 'pre- 
ferred stock In ithe graft rather than 
oaah ta. haind. 

Some of these ventures prospered; 
aoni/e failed. When they promise red the 
dtock was watered, and when they 
fail’d they were “reorganized.” 

When a road ts reorganized It -means 
tiiau. now money is needed, and that 
means new stock. Then there are the 
in«”g«rs, the consolidations and 'the i 
raonganlzafton^and each prcceias meant' 
more railqicad stocks and more I Kinds, 
all of which are now virtuously clam- 
oring for dividends or Interest. 

So it Is that we to-day face the 
problem of finding for the railroad 
managens funds trough to pay divi- 
dends m run the, octan of watered ae- 
ouiCttas. 

To the laymen it looks as if the 
raitlrcads had overstepptd tb©> bounds 
cf reason and self-interes'. The sea- 
son is one of prosperity for the pub- 
lic carriers. It is only necessary to 
note the upward climb In tthe value 
of stocks of some of the leading roads 
of tlie country to be convinced that 
thw^are deriving profitt from a dime 
of industrial activity and atoou luting 
fcairveiit.

TAFT GROWS IN POPULARITY 



Tariff Cost of Living. 

Democratic members of congress, 
new and old, stale and fresh, are hold- 
ing an unusually lively talk-fest on 
how the American tariff system Is en- 
tirely and wickedly responsible for 
; the high cost of living. In this mat- 
ter the people of the United States 
are all from Missouri, and It Is up to 
some of the orators, therefore, to 
show why and how, through the work- 
ings of our tariff, potatoes, which in 
the state of New York, are delivered 
by the farmers at the freight train 
for 30 cents, Increase In price by the 
time they reach the consumer In this 

One more: Why and how, through 
the workings of the tariff, cotton Is 
so high — there being no duty upon 
cotton — that cotton goods cannot be 
made, or sold, for a price that con- 
' sumers will pay to maintain their 
usual consumption? 

Again: The duty on beef, mutton, 

lamb, veal, pork, etc., being only 1V4 
cents a pound, how and why, through 
the workings of the tariff, the price 
of meats in this country should be 
from 6 to 15 cents a pound more than 
In Canada, as the orators tell us. there 
being plenty of beef and mutton and 
pork Just across the line anxious to 
come Into this country If It could get 
In. The consumers would like to know 
lust by what economic miracle a duty 
of 1H cents keeps a pound of Canadian 
meat from coming here to a market 
that Is from 6 to 15 cents better for 
the man producing meat than his 
own. 

Still anr'her: Coffee, upon which 

there is no duty, is sold here In the 
raw as imports at about 81% cents a 
pound. A full explanation is due as to 
how and why, through the workings 
of the tariff, this coffee reaches the 
consumer at the price paid by him of 
from 18 to 45 cents a pound, accord- 
ing to where he buys bis supplies and 
under what name he Insists upon hav- 
ing the coffee labeled. 

To continue: The price of shoes not 
having gone up. as It happens, when 
there was a duty upon hides, now that 
we have free hides, why and how, 
through the workings of the tariff, the 
price of shoes now is rising. 

Perhaps It will be easy for the 
Democratic orators to explain all of 
these things to the satisfaction, not 
inly of themselves, but of the Ameri- 
can people. If they haven't the time, 
being so busily engaged In producing 
political noise, to explain all, they 
might to explain at least one Per- 
haps they will; perhaps not. — New 
York Press.

Washington — It may be said that 
the prospects for a Republican ma- 
jority In thp next house of repre- 
sentatives are much Improved, or 
rather, that the prospects for a Demo- 
cratic majority are fast fading away. 
In fact. Democratic prospects have 
consisted mainly In claims and blus- 
ter which are no longer as bold as 
they were a few weeks ago. The pres- 
ent Republican majority of 44 may or 
may not be reduced, but It Is expect- 
ed that It w4!l be 25 or 30. If not more. 
* The hopelessness of the Democrats 
la apparent In their claim that they 
will gain from SO to 100 seats — such 
a claim of course Is not sincere. The 
Republicans will surely gain 12 or 15 
seBts, and with that gain, can lose 20 
to 30 and still have a substantial ma- 
jority. Rut It Is quite likely that as 
many seats will be gained as lost, and 
the majority In the next house re- 
main about what It Is now. 

The Democrats havo been basing 
their hopea on the unpopularity of 
President Taft, but Taft is growing In 
public esteem dally. The people are 
learning the truth about our big, good- 
natured. honest president. They are 
learning of the economies of bis ad- 
ministration. of hts personal sincer- 
ity, of his aim to give the people an 
administration for the best Interests 
of all. 

Then again, the bugaboo of high 
prices, which was laid to the tariff. Is 
becoming a boomerang Every one 
knows now that the Increased prices 
were not due to the tariff, but best of 
all, prices are rapidly falling, and In 
many instances are lower than a year 
ago. while wages are constantly being 
advanced. General Industrial condi- 
tions are good. The revenues under 
the operation of the new tariff con- 
tinue to Increase, and no sign of ca- 
lamity can be seen, and without 
calamity, which Is always the chief 
Democratic asset, that party has no 
argument. 

Good progress Is being made in leg- 
islation, and the work of the present 
congress will compare favorably with 
any preceding one. In fact. It is more 
than probable that the first two ses- 
sions of the Sixty first congress will 
be numbered among the most Impor- 
tant and effective In our history. 

The appropriations to keep pace 
with our growing population and the 
increasing demands, should be larger 
every year, and yet It Is believed that 
the appropriations of the present ses- 
sion will be but little, If any, larger 
than those of the last regular ses- 
sion. This result. In conjunction with 
the millions saved In administration, 
will present a record that In Itself 
should assure an Indorsement of the 
president and a good Republican ma- 
jority In the next house.

The land 
consists of long narrow strips, perhaps 
not more tlmn ten yards wide and run- 
ning parallel with one another. What 
are the exart rules of cultivation that 
obtain in Kent today we do not know, 
bat of old It was usual to have a regu- 
lar rotation, such as wheat one year, 
barley or oats the second and fallow 
the third. When the crops were har- 
vested, each member of the community 
getting bis or her share, all could put 
In their cattle, which roamed over the 
whole field, feeding on the stubble, 
etc. And this was termed the “right 
of Back.” The "common field" system 
was gradually done away with by 
statutes In tbe reigns of George III. 
and William IV. 



The Ohio Returns. 

A great "to-do" was made over the 
returns from the Fourteenth Massa- 
chusetts district and those from the 
Rochester district, where, on the face 
of the election results, the tariff and
